An additional 137,000 
were also dismissed because of allied 
conditions under a nonmedical cate­ 
gory. 
The m ajority suffered from 
psychoneurosis which is a broad 
term for a number of different but 
related nervous disturbances. 
It is difficult to understand why 
certain individuals become victims 
except perhaps th at their nervous 
systems 
reach 
a 
breaking 
point 
more easily than with the average 
person. 
Stress and strain associat­ 
ed with war is a likely cause. 
On 
the other hand, an equal percentage 
of those who stayed out of the fray 
probably would have become a ffla t­ 
ed under similar circumstances. 
Psychoneurotics are not psycho­ 
tics, which is the medical term for. 
insanity. They are in contact with 
reality, the personality is not dis­ 
organized, and there* is no evidence 
of delusions or hallucinations. Their 
peculiar makeup is thought to result 
from long standing repressions ac­ 
quired during infancy or childhood. 
AH of us have a conflict or two 
tucked away in our brain but dis­ 
cord seldom arises unless the pres­ 
sure of living becomes unbearable. 
We disregard minor setbacks which 
assume undue importance in the 
mind of the psycho. 
Moods are affected chiefly. There 
may be a feeling of inadequacy or 
depression 
but 
anxiety 
is 
most 
prominent. 
This leads to a variety 
of manifestations which in reality 
are exaggerations of normal re­ 
sponses. In the type “called anxiety 
reaction,** marked 
concern 
about 
everything in general but nothing in 
particular is common. 
Apprehen­ 
sion is not warranted but the sub­ 
ject goes about with harassed ex­ 
pression. unable to perform routine 
tasks, and has difficulty in sleeping. 
Another group, referred to as “the 
phobics.” have specific fears — of 
dtrt, 
closed 
spaces, 
even 
planes 
overhead. So long as the object of 
dread is not contacted no one is the 
wiser but should the Irritant be en­ 
countered 
the 
underlying 
terror 
comes to light. In “dissociative re­ 
action.” the bugaboo overwhelms 
and governs the actions. Once con­ 
fronted with a distressing situation 
they freeze — th at is, go Into a 
stupor or amnesia. Others fall into 
a dream state, with alteration of 
personality. 
In “conversion reac­ 
tion” the behavior does not go so 
far but confines itself to a definite 
part of the body. The subject com­ 
plains of head pains or aches in the 
joints; some become blind, deaf, or 
paralysed. No physical abnormality 
ran be founc* and the patient is 
unconscious of the pranks his mind 
is playing. 
Nevertheless, he is just 
as Incapacitated as tho he had suf­ 
fered a stroke or nerve involvement. 


Tp “somatization,” symptoms sim ­ 
ulating 
organic 
disease 
are ex­ 
hibited. 
A neurosis la now pre­ 
sented. with heartburn, hyperacid­ 
ity. or irritable bowels if the diges­ 
tive tract is chosen as the site of 
trouble. 
In others, the heart is se­ 
lected, with pulse irregularity or 
chest pain. Some develop m enstrual 
disorders, hives, or weakness and 
fatigue. 
The explanation is that 
anxitey is relieved by channeling its 
energy thru the autonomic nervous 
system and into the various organs. 
Many such individuals are aware 
of what is going on and realize 
that they need help. 
Treatm ent is 
available, for phyakiana are acutely 
conscious of this problem.

Statuesque Senator Tom Connally 
is just as opt*n-hearted and well­ 
liked as the broad plains of Texas 
from which he hails; but as a dip­ 
lomat he is causing a few head­ 
aches to Jimmy Byrnes. Even Sen­ 
ator Vandenberg of Michigan, who 
gels along well with Tom despite 
being on opposite sides of the po­ 
litical fence, has had to prod his 
friend from Texas, 


ourselves today at a point where 
the more we expand an industry 
the greater become our difficulties.

Another example of the wise 
use of small towns is seen in the 
building of canning factories, freez­ 
ing plants and now dehydrators. 
Accessibility to sources of cheap 
power and food make rural sections 
especially inviting to industry. Small 
cities in Kansas, Missouri. Texas. 
Louisiana, 
Oklahoma. 
Kentucky. 
M ontana and 
West 
Virginia 
are 
near large sources of natural gas. 
This can be used for cheap fuel and 
as the raw material for chemicals 
and other synthetic products. Towns 
near such sources of hydroelectric 
power, ss that of the Tennessee 
Valley Project, the Boulder Dam in 
Colorado, and the Bonneville 
and 
Grand Coulee dams in Oregon, of­ 
fer industry a low-cost and nearly 
unlimited power supply.

In which the Chicago 
Bears downed the New York Giants. 
24-14. 
The probe, first oi its kind here 
since the Brooklyn basketball scan­ 
dal two years ago. was announced 
by Mayor William OThayer, law en­ 
forcement officials and league heads 
just a few hours before the two 
professional teams lined up at the 
Polo Grounds this afternoon. 
Alvin J. Paris, a self-styled "big 
bettor” cm athletic contests, was 
arraigned on a bribery charge, ac 
cused of having offered Merle Hapes 
and Frank FUchock, Giant backfield 
men. $2,500 each to agree not to play 
their best in the championship con­ 
test. 
Rapes Kept Owl Of Game 
Police exonerated both 
players 
but Hapes was kept out of the game 
at the order of Bort Bell, commis­ 
sioner of the league. Pilchock. the 
key man in the Giants’ backfield, 
played virtually all the game. 
B e l l 
announced 
that 
Hapes 
$1,295.57 «ut in the losers’ $51,- 
823.19 player pool was being held 
up pending further hearing. 
‘ It doesn’t in any way mean that 
Hapes is guilty,” Bell emphasized. 
“I feel it is only the proper proce­ 
dure due to the circumstances." 
The commissioner also stressed 
Pilchock aas completely exonerat­ 
ed “He is absolutely in the clear.” 
Bell said. 
“The only thing we have against 
Hapes." Bell declared, “is that he 
did not bring the story directly to 
Steve Owen or any of the Giant 
officials.” 
Both the police and league offi­ 
cials said the investigation would 
continue “to see if it will lead any­ 
where else or if anyone else is in­ 
volved” in what appeared to be the 
biggest scandal in the sports world 
since the infamous Black Sox world 
series of 1919. 
Assistant District Attorney George 
Monoehan said Alvin J. Paris. 28- 
vear-old officer of a novelty com­ 
pany. had signed a statement in 
which he saki he had offered Hapes 
and Pilchock $2,500 in cash for 
each, plus a $1,000 bet for each 
of them on the Bears to win if 
the two Giant players would “lay 
down” in the game with Chicago. 
Bet $20.00$ on Bears 
Both players refused. Monoghan 
said. but Paris “called his associates 
and said he could do business with 
the pair” and the associates then 
bet $20,000 on the Bears to win by 
IO points. 
Monoghan said that Paris made 
the original offer to Hapes last 
Sunday night, after the Giants had 
defeated the Washington Redskins 
and earned the right to play the 
Bears, while the two visited the 
Co;>acabana Night Club. 
Hapes, who first met Paris at a 
cocktail party last November 23. said 
he refused to discuss the matter. 
Last Tuesday, however. Monoghan 
saki, Paris made separate appoint­ 
ments with the two players and 
made the specific offers. 
Players Refused Offers 
Monoghan said that both players 
refused the offers but that Paris 
called his associates and said he 
“could do business with the ialr. 
Paris visited the players several 
times during the week. Monoghan 
continued but each time they re­ 
jected the proposition and it was 
not until Friday when Paris made a 
trip to the Bear Mountain training 
camp of the Giants that he told his 
friends that the players would not 
co-operate 
Pilchock was questioned until 3:30 
a. rn. and Hapes was sent home at 
6 30 a. rn. with instructions to hold 
himself in readiness for further 
questioning. Neither player would 
comment except that Pilchock said 
neither Hapes nor Paris, whom he 
identified as an acquaintance, had 
mentioned the proposition to him.
